From Off Port Soya!. A €., to tho Ber­ 
muda*, end Still 
An interesting 
instance 
of 
the 
strange wanderings of derelicts at sea 
Is furm-hed bv the Atlantic pilot charL 
On Nov. 26, 
1886, 
the Port Royal 
bt oy having gone adrift began its ca 
reer of adventure off 
Charleston har­ 
bor. 
Drifting out into the gulf stream 
it remained in the warm 
waters of 
that current during the remainder of 
that year, gradually moving north­ 
ward in a zigzag course, probably un­ 
der the influence of conflicting winds. 
It was last seen that year in the gulf 
stream on Dec. 
24, 1886. 
Three 
months later it was discovered float­ 
ing serenely along, in good condition, 
off the eastern edge of the gulf stream 
some 200 miles north of the Bermudas. 
Then i* . started for a more southern 
latitude, and during the mouth of May 
voyaged along past the southern side 
of the Bermudas, passing only a short 
distance from those coral islands. For 
more than a year it was lost sight of. 
but, although it had been in and near 
the track of th e . great hurricanes, it 
turned up in good shape on June 9 
1888, 600 miles Northwest of the Ber­ 
mudas. 
Here it seems to have found 
a part of the ocean to its liking, for 
it remained in that 
neighborhood, 
always drifting, and several times re­ 
crossing its track, but never ventur­ 
ing more than a hundred miles or two 
in any direction, for two years. 
It 
was seen by passing vessels on several 
occasions during this time. 
Finally 
it started off again toward the south, 
and according to the latest advices on 
S ept 15 last it had again gone below 
the latitude of the Bermudas, but 
keeping 500 or 600 miles to the east­ 
ward of the islands. 
The wanderer 
was still in good condition when last 
seen. 
The lonely four years’ voyage 
of this lost buoy is particularly inter­ 
esting for the light that it throws upon 
the old stories of drifting relics having 
been carried from America to the 
coasts of the old world before Colum­ 
bus sailed.

In China, by reason ot the strained rela­ 
tions which exist between that country aud 
Russia, it was feared thut there alway* ex­ 
isted the chance of some unfortunate oc­ 
currence which would m ar the pleasure ol 
the im perial Russian visit, but that a Jap ­ 
anese should attem pt the life of the czare­ 
v itch was a thing not contem plated. N oth­ 
ing more than the tact of tlte assault and 
a very few meager details have as y it 
come to hand, but there are not wanting 
those who suggest that the arm of nihilism 
is long enough to strike the Romanoff dy- 
nas’y tv e u in Japan.

T r an sp lan tin g O n ion s. 
The p ractice of transp lanting onions 
before they have attain ed any con­ 
siderable size, seems to have been 
followed to a limited ex tent from an 
early date. G ardeners generally are 
aw are of the fact th a t young onions 
may be successively transp lanted, but 
few, however, know th a t such tre a t­ 
m ent has any advantage over ordin­ 
ary m ethods. 
W. J. Green, horticul­ 
turist in the Ohio ex p erim ent station, 
: began in 18 8 8 to com p are tra n sp la n t­ 
ing with the common m ethod of sow­ 
ing seed in the op en ground, and car- 
; ried the p ractical ex p erim ents through 
the seasons, of 1881» and 18 90. He 
surmises the results of his work as 
follows: 
1. 
T ransp lanting onions 
increased the yield 100 p er cent in 
some cases, and gave a decided gain 
with all varieties. The varieties th a t 
j gave the l>est results were Pomp eii 
p rize! aker and White Victoria; Those 
showing the sm allest gains were Dan­ 
vers, 
Wethersfield and 
Michigan. 
2 The 
transp lanted 
onions were 
larger and more uniform in size th an 
those grown from seed in the ordinary 
m anner. 
3. The transp lanted on­ 
ions rip ened 
from 
three to 
four 
weeks earlier th an those grown from 
seed sown in the ofieii grounds. 4 The 
ex tra labor involved in transp lanting 
was offset by the saving of labor in 
weeding. The increase in crop , w ith­ 
out a corresp onding increase in la­ 
bor, lessened cost of p roduction. 


A V e r se on C lover. 
The 
farm ers are accustom ed to 
ap eak of clover seed as the eheep est 
fertillizer they can use. 
It is. Care­ 
ful ex p erim ents have been made, show­ 
ing th a t an acre of very good clover 
sod contains within six inches of the 
surface nearly three and one half tons 
of clover roots, which would contain 
nearly one hundred p ounds of nitro­ 
gen, fifty p ounds of p otash and more 
than twenty-five p ounds of p hosp horic 
acid. While not much New England soil 
would grow such eloyer, yet the half of 
th a t would be a liberal manuring, and 
farm ers who will sow clover with their 
sp ring gram and grass seed, or up on 
the grass which was sown last fall, 
need have but little fear of their fields 
running out, if the clover gets a good 
hold. It will also p ay to sow some of 
the thin p laces in the old meadows, 
first scratching them with a light 
harrow , to allow the seed to reach 
the earth. 
The p resent is a good tim e to do 
this, alter the snow has gone and the 
groun 1 is s^'ft, with the coming out of 
the frost, 
i he sp ring rains will carry 
the seed down in the CTOund and it 
will germ inate and take root if the 
soil is good enough. T hus a welcome 
addition m ay be m ade to this year s 
hay crop , and a t the sam e tim e the 
sod may be m ade richer for future 
crop s.

for p ound, as dairy butter, more 
solid from careful making. 
Fam ilies 
are discarding it, while they desire 
the best, because needing to p ractice 
economy. But all creameries do not 
turn out “sp ongy” butter. 
Here and 
there one equal*?dairy butter in solid­ 
ity. Cream gathering creameries are 
p rone to let cream sour to o much. 
Of course oversouring, even in the 
dairy, will p roduce the sam e sorry re­ 
sult. The cream ery or dairy coming 
nearest to the m anufacture of sweet 
cream butter, p rovided it is p rop erly 
washed and p acked, will m ake the 
m ost solid and best keep ing article.— 
New York Tribune.

p eated, 
if necessary, as the horn 
m akes growth. The horns of m ost 
cattle, Jerseys esp ecially, naturally 
grow with an inward curve, and this 
p ractice is an aid to nature in refrac­ 
to ry cases. I^et the scrap ing lie as 
evenly done as p ossible along the sur­ 
face desired for the curve, so th a t all 
p a rts will yield to the p ressure in the 
sam e 
p rop ortion. 
The governing 
p rincip le is th a t the horn thus scrap ed 
on one side, is weakened, and as 
growth p roceeds, offers lessened resis­ 
tance to the stronger p a rts th a t have 
been left undisturbed, and a gradual 
riving way of the form er is inevitable. 
The sym m etry of thecurvew ill dep end 
up on the care and skill with which the 
work is done; the p rocess is slow and 
should be begun liefore the horns get 
too large, and at a stage when growth 
is m ost rap id for l» est results. 


Fruit W ith ou t S e ed . 
When fruit is left to nature it fares 
under the hardest conditions, and 
nature, alw ays careful to p erp etuate 
races, concentrates her efforts on the 
seed. Thus nurserym en 
find th a t 
seeds of uncultivated ap p les are fuller, 
p lump er, and m ake m ore vigorous 
stocks th an seed from better fruit. 
This suggests whether by careful culti­ 
vation long continued seedless fruits 
m ay be obtained. The Zante currant 
is a sp ecimen of such fruit. 
It is really 
a small grap e th a t has been so long 
p rop agated by cuttings and layers 
th a t it has lost its original p ower of 
p roducing seed. We som etim es find 
seedless grap es among the varieties 
grown in this country. 
These are generally grap es defective 
in floral organs, so th a t the fruit is 
only p artly fertilized. 
Bv continuing 
to m ake cuttings from these, seedless 
grap es m ay in tim e be p roduced. 
It 
will be more difficult to p roduce seed­ 
less fruit from varieties not generally 
p rop agated bv cuttings, as each recur­ 
rence to seed help s to establish the 
seed-bearing character. 


B u tte r Milk for H or s e s. 
The Christian Intelligencer is au­ 
th o rity for the statem ent th a t a dairy­ 
m an in England has been giving his 
horses butter milk to drink instead of 
w ater. Each horse gets his ration 
daily through the year, and the system 
having been continued for eighteen 
m onths and found to answer in a 
m ost satisfactory m anner, it is not 
likely to be abandoned.

Get your young straw berry p lants 
out now, and just as soon as you can 
do so, in order to avoid having them 
overtaken by dry weather before they 
are well started. 


The fam ous white sage and alfalfa, 
undoubtedly stand a t the head of all 
honey p roducing p lants in the west, 
lioth yielding large quantities of clear, ' 
p ale honey, which is greatly p rized in 
all m arkets it has ever yet reached.

It is of no advantage to have young 
trees bear to o soon. The am ount of 
fruit secured will not com p ensate for 
the injury done the trees. 
If a young 
tree is p erm itted to bear it should 
only be done by thinning out the 
fruit so as to lessen the work of the 
tree. 


P o tato es are really lux uries, a t 
p resent p rices, considering their real 
nutritive value, though they are not 
considered as valuable as wheat. 
It 
dep rives the soil of more p lant food to 
grow a bushel of p otatoes, but in 
some sections the (» otatoes bring a 
higher p rice th an wheat. 
The American C ultivator tells a cor­ 
resp ondent th a t owing to its small 
size, a seeding of alsike does not need 
much more th a n half as m any p ounds 
as of common red clover. In the la t­ 
ter 340,000 seeds on the average m ake 
a bushel, while alsike it requires 677, 
000 seeds. The m am m oth red clover 
seed is slightly sm aller th an the medi- 
um, yet, owing to its greater vigor, it 
will succeed where other varieties fail, j 
No kind of clover seed needs any cov­ 
ering save th a t which the washing of 
soil by rains or snows will furnish. 


A B oy T u rn ed t o A c c ou n t. 
A m an who is the father of eight 
boys finds th a t they cost him a suit 
of clothes, from h a t to shoes, once a 
week.

Transplanting Onions. 
The practice of transplanting onions 
before they have attain ed any con­ 
siderable size, seems to have been 
followed to a limited extent from an 
early date. G ardeners generally are 
aw are of the fact th a t young onions 
may be successively transplanted, but 
few, however, know th a t such tre a t­ 
m ent has any advantage over ordin­ 
ary m ethods. 
W. J. Green, horticul­ 
turist in the Ohio experiment stat ion, 
began in 1888 to com pare tra n sp la n t­ 
ing with the common m ethod of sow­ 
ing seed in the open ground, and c a r­ 
ried the practical experim ents through 
the seasons, of 1889 aud 1890. 
He 
surmises the results of his work as 
follows: 
I. 
T ransplanting onions 
increased the yield IOO per cent in 
some cases, arid gave a decided gain 
with all varieties. H ie variet ies th a t 
gave the best results were Pom peii 
prize! aker and white Victoria; Those 
showing the sm allest gains were Dan­ 
vers, 
Wethersfield and 
Michigan. 
2 The 
transplanted 
onions were 
larger and m ore uniform in size than 
those grown from seed iii the ordinary 
m anner. 
3. The transplanted on­ 
ions ripened 
from 
three to 
four 
weeks earlier th an those grown from 
seed sown in the oj*en grounds. 4 The 
extra labor involved in transplanting 
was offset by the saving of labor in 
weeding. The increase in (Top, w ith­ 
out a corresponding increase in la­ 
bor, lessened cost of production.

Of course oversouring, even in the 
dairy, will produce the sam e sorry re­ 
sult. The cream ery or dairy coming 
nearest to the m anufacture of sweet 
cream butter, provided it is properly 
washed and packed, will m ake the 
m ost solid an*i best keeping article.— 
New York Tribune.

bare vines, and a t night as long as the 
tom atoes lasted they would come 
into the barn painfully full and their 
j udders distented. 
He leaves it with 
scientists to say w hether the milk-pro­ 
ducing element was in the to m ato 
itself or whether it supplemented some 
other feed to m ake a well-balanced 
ration. Of course it would not pay 
to raise tom atoes as feed for cows, 
but m arket gardeners need not allow 
surplus tom atoes to go to waste w hile

Training Horns. 
Scraping the horns for the purpose 
of forming an incurve, has been prac­ 
ticed with a greater or less degree of 
success. T o accomplish the object, 
: says a correspondent of the Jersey 
Ballerine, the scraping should be done 
on the inner side, tow ard which the 
turn is desired, and t should be re­ 
peated, 
if necessary, as the horn 
m akes growth. Tile horns of m ost 
cattle, Jerseys especially, naturally 
grow with an inward curve, and this 
practice is an aid to nature in refrac­ 
to ry cases. I jet the scraping be as 
evenly done as jiossible along the sur­ 
face desired for the curve, so th a t all 
p a rts will yield to the pressure in the 
sam e 
proportion. 
The 
governing 
principle is th a t the horn thus scraped 
on one side, is weakened, and as 
growth proceeds, offers lessened resis­ 
tance to the stronger p a rts th a t have 
been left undisturbed, and a gradual 
giving way of the former is inevitable. 
The sym m etry of thecurvew ill depend 
upon the care and skill with which the 
work is done; the process is slow and 
should be begun lief*)re the horns get 
too large, and a t a stage when growth 
is m ost rapid for best results. 


Handling Sick Fowls. 
No one wishes the disagreeable duty 
of handling sick fowls. 
A sick fowl 
seldom cares to eat, but it will drink. 
Then why not give the medicine in the 
drinking water? Here are a few reme­ 
dies. F o r the cholera give a teaspoon­ 
ful of liquid carbolic acid in each q u art 
of drinking water. F o r indigestion 
use five drops of the tincture of mix 
vomica. F or roup use a tablespoon­ 
ful of chlorate of potash. 
For general 
debility use the nux vom ica one day 
and 20 drops of the tincture of iron 
the next. F o r little chicks th a t are 
weak in the legs use a tablespoonful of 
phosphate of soda. Give all the:*-; 
remedies in one q u art of w ater. They 
m ay not lie “sure cures,” but the 
m ethod is the easiest, then J rest ami 
liest. 


Sh eep Are D elicate Feeders. 
Sheep are the m ost delicate feeders 
of all dom estic anim als. 
When th ; 
weather is warm they are especially 
liable to be off feed, arid unless thei* 
owner is extremely careful they wil*. 
be cloyed and refuse to eat as the; 
should for several days thereafter 
.Sheep do not need ground feed. T he/ 
| can digest whole grain better than 
j other stock excepting poultry. 
But a 
portion of w heat bran in their feed 
j and whole o ats will greatly lessen the 
danger th a t they will become cloyed. 


T h o ro u g n Cultivation. 
Careful plowing and thorough h a r­ 
rowing are a p artial substitute for lib­ 
eral m anuring iii rich soil, as they fit 
the soil for absorbing the nitrogen of 
the atm osphere and the rainfall, and 
hasten those chemical changes which 
render available the nitrogen in the 
organic m atter, and the potash arni 
other m aterial elements of fertility 
which are present in insoluble forms.

Fruit W ithout S eed. 
When fruit is left to nature it fares 
under the hardest conditions, and 
nature, always careful to perpetuate 
races, concentrates her efforts on the 
seed. Thus nurserym en 
find th a t 
seeds of uncultivated apples are fuller, 
plumper, and m ake more vigorous 
stocks th an seed from better fruit. 
This suggests whether by careful culti­ 
vation long continued seedless fruits 
m ay be obtained. The Zante currant 
is a specimen of such fruit. It is really 
a small grape th a t has been so long 
propagated by cuttings and layers 
th a t it has lost it3 original power of 
producing seed. We sometimes find 
seedless grapes am ong the varieties 
grown in this country. 
These are generally grapes defective 
in Hora! organs, so th a t the fruit is 
only partly fertilized. 
By continuing 
to m ake cuttings from these, seedless 
grapes m ay in tim e be produced. 
It 
will be m ore difficult to produce seed­ 
less fruit from varieties not generally 
propagated by cuttings, as each recur­ 
rence to seed helps to establish the 
seed-bearing character. 


Butter Milk for H orses.
